Looking at 
school 
redistricting 


By Lisa Boudreau 

Redistricting all eight school neighbor- 
hoods to lessen overcrowding at some of the 
elementary schools and West Middle School 
could begin as early as January, if some 
School Committee members have their way. 

“We don’t have to wait until next year to 
solve the problems at West Middle and 
Doherty Middle Schools,” committee mem- 
ber Dick Hubbell said at Tuesday’s meeting. 

“There are 34 teachers at each school but 
there are 662 students at West and only 519 at 
Doherty. Some change can be made earlier 
than next year, either with redistricting or 
shifting staff,” he said. 

Superintendent Mark McQuillan provided 
the committee with various redistricting and 
building options to address the fact that 184 
more students than officials had anticipated 
enrolled in the school system this year. He 
included the use of some portable classrooms 
to add an extra classroom or two at the more-

Lori Maguire was 39 years old in 1986, had 
three young boys and had just moved to 
Andover with her husband of 17 years, Paul, 
when he got sick. 

“Unfortunately right after I moved here 
my husband became ill and died,” she said. 

Her husband died of melanoma, skin can- 
cer. The disease had been diagnosed nine 
years earlier when a bleeding mole was 
removed, but he’d been healthy since then. 
Shortly after moving to Andover, he suffered 
a blockage of his intestine and doctors found 
the cancer had taken over his body. He died 
a few weeks later.

An article in an area paper two years ago 
touted good business here and referred to 
Andover’s Main Street as “paved with gold,” 
according to Mr. Harris. He blamed the 
response to that article for soaring lease

“There wasn’t a retailer that didn’t drop 
his jaw when he read it,” he said. 

Mr. Harris bought The Sports Shop three 
years ago and changed its name to his own. 
The Sports Shop had operated at that loca- 
tion for the previous 12 years. 

Business was good at first, he said, and he 
tripled the size of the old store. 

“It was for a year or so, until the economy 
started to turn bad,” he said. “Nobody is 
doing very well.” 

Everything in the store is for sale at 50 
percent off through Saturday. 

Mr. Harris doesn’t know what he’ll do 
next. He said he had heard a rumor that 
Sparky Sports, of Methuen, might move to 
the Red Harris location, but didn’t know if 
that was true. 

“That’s a rumor. I can’t confirm it,” he 
said. 

Mark Farnham, of 55 Chandler Circle, 
owner of Sparky Sports in Methuen for sev- 
en years, said, “As soon as (Red Harris) is 
out of there, we'll be in within two weeks.” 

Mr. Farnham said his Methuen store will 
continue to operate. He said owning two 
stores will give him “more buying power,” 
and allow him to offer a larger selection than 
Red Harris did. Mr. Farnham said because 
he has contracts to supply some colleges and 
youth groups with embroidered uniforms, he 
can offer embroidery of sports clothing at a 
discounted price, 

Mr. Harris said Sparky Sports was not 
buying him out and that he was just going 
out of business. 

Mr. Harris has lived in Andover for seven 
years. He coached local junior football, little 
league and a couple of basketball leagues.

Andover begins 
recycling button batteries

The button cell 
battery boxes are in 
place all over 
Andover to start our 
newest recycling 
project. These bat- 
teries are the small 
ones the size of but- 
tons that are used in 
watches, cameras, 
hearing aids, pace- 
makers and some 
other medical equip- 
ment. 

Please put your 
used batteries in one 
of these boxes and 
Andover Recycling 
will collect them and 
send them to be recy- 
cled, the materials to 
be reused. The mer- 
cury and silver they 
contain can be 
removed and is valu- 
able enough to recy- 
cle. These minerals 
will not burn in the 
incinerator and add 


to the poisons escap- 
ing as smoke or in 
ash that goes to a 
landfill. 

The boxes are 
plainly marked in 
many places around 
town: The front lob- 
by of the town office 
building as well as in 
the health depart- 
ment office and the 
Senior Center. There 
are two in the Old 
Town Hall, at the 
front and in the 
Council on Aging 
Center in the rear. 
Other places down- 
town include 
Andover Photo, 
Thompson’s, CVS, 
and the library. Box- 
es can be found in all 
the schools. Students 
are interested in 
recycling and can 
alert their parents 
and bring batteries 
from home. In Shaw- 
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sheen, Photo USA, 
the Radio Shack and 
RiteAid Pharmacy 
have boxes. In West 
Andover, the Water 
Treatment Plant and 
Raytheon have box- 
es. 

This recycling 
doesn’t cut down on 
the tonnage of trash 
very much but it 
does affect the quali- 
ty. 

Let’s have less 
valuable trash, no 
silver or mercury. 
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Groups work jointly to recycle batteries 


The button battery recycling program is a 
joint organization effort by Andover Recy- 
cling, Dana Duxbury Associates of Andover 
and Wheelabrator Environmental Systems 
Inc., owner and operator of the North 
Andover RESCO (Refuse Energy Systems 
Company) trash-to-energy facility. 

Wheelabrator has provided start-up funds, 
collection materials and technical assistance 
for the effort, which is designed to recycle 
button batteries. 

The batteries will be collected and shipped 
to a New York state facility where mercury

Andover Recycling, called “one of the old- 
est and most successful recycling organiza- 
tions in the United States” in the Whee- 
labrator press release announcing the pro- 
gram, will administer the program. Dana 
Duxbury Associates has provided volun- 
teer technical support and expertise and 
will conduct an ongoing study to monitor 
the success of the program. 

Wheelabrator also co-sponsors a button 
battery collection project in Broward 
County, Fla.

New business in Andover 


Working on women’s fitness 


By Lisa Boudreau 

At least 60 percent of the people who 
join and regularly work out at health 
clubs live within 10 minutes of the 
facility, according to Christine 
Estabrook, owner of Silverado athletic 
club for women. How does she know 
that? 

“I did my homework before I opened 
up Silverado,” said Ms. Estabrook, 
who named the club after a nature trail 
in northern California where she used 
to bike and run. 

She'd been considering leaving her 
job in the accounting field for a few 
years to open her own fitness club 
while she lived in San Francisco, but it 
wasn’t until her husband, David, took 
a job in Boston and the couple began 
looking at neighboring communities to 
live in that she chose Andover to begin 
her endeavor. The couple moved into 


their 1 Odyssey Way home in April of 


1990. 

“The top floor in Park Street Village 
is an ideal location for the club. You 
need to open a club within 10 minutes 
of the customers you are targeting,” 
she said. 

Making the club. attractive. to poten- 
tial members means more than just 
locating it downtown, she said. Silver- 


ado is open seven days a week. Monday 
through Thursday it’s open from 6:30 
a.m, to 9 p.m.; on Fridays it’s open 6:30 
to 8 p.m,; and on Saturday and Sunday, 
from 8 a.m, to 2 p.m. 

There are two treadmills, four Stair- 
master climbing machines, one Stair- 
master Gauntlet (escalator-type stairs), 
two Lifecycle bicycling machines and 
one horizontal bicycle. The club also 
offers fitness evaluations, body fat and 
strength testing and personal training, 
as well as nursery care on a limited 
basis. 

“The problem many people who 
open up fitness clubs have is that they 
don’t have a business background. 
They don’t understand the business 
end of it,” said Ms, Estabrook, who is a 
certified public accountant and spe- 
cialist in corporate taxation. 

“T’ve been open just one week and 
already I’m planning what I’m going to 
do next year.” 

Business expertise isn’t the only 
experience she brings to her athletic 
club. Ms. Estabrook attended the Uni- 
versity of Puget Sound in Tacoma, 
Wash., on a basketball scholarship. 
She is an American Council.on Exer-

“Participants return to the class- 
room armed with scientific expertise 
and ideas for laboratory and field trip 
activities, plus actual specimens they 
collected with colleagues,” Dr. 
Humphris said. 

Now in its fourth year, the Sea 
Experience program is funded by the 
National Science Foundation and the 
Henry L. and Grace Doherty Charita- 
ble Foundation. Participants in the 
program earn five graduate marine 
science credits from the University of 
Massachusetts at Amherst. 

Mr. Rogers started the program 
with three weeks of lectures, field 
trips and laboratory experiments in 
the marine sciences at SEA’s campus 
in the oceanographic research com- 
munity of Woods Hole.

Austin Preparatory School in Reading will 
become a coeducational school for sixth- 
through 12th-graders next September. The 
formal announcement was made by H. 
Andrew Brodecki, chairman of the school’s 
board of trustees. 

According to Paul Moran, headmaster of 
the currently all-boys’ school, Austin will 
begin accepting applications from young 
women as well as young men this fall. The 
school’s entrance and scholarship examina- 
tion is scheduled to be administered Satur- 
days, Nov. 9 and 16. 

Austin Prep first began studying the possi- 
bility of coeducation in 1986, Mr. Moran said. 
Over the past several years faculty members 
and administrators said the educational, 
social and religious advantages of coeduca- 
tion would benefit the students of Austin and 
the communities the school serves. 

“We think that coeducation is really best 
suited to a population that’s going to live 
most of its life in the 21st century,” Mr. 
Moran said. 

Of course, he conceded, the extra tuition 
money won't hurt either.

The cost of a year at Austin is $4,400 for 
sixth- to eighth-graders and $4,700 for stu- 
dents in ninth through 12th grades. 

Mr. Moran said the school can accommo- 
date 100 to 120 more students comfortably. 

Austin Prep is a Catholic independent 
school for grades six to 12. Of the school’s 405 
students, 23 are from Andover, 

The school community will spend this 
year getting ready to make the transition. 

“Faculty members are very excited about 
this change and are looking forward to the 
challenges ahead. We have planned a year of 
workshops and seminars to prepare our- 
selves for the change,” Mr. Moran said. 

“As part of our preparation, we will study 
the experiences of other schools in the area 
which have taken this step. We also hope to 
consult with their staffs.” 

Mr. Moran stressed that Austin has a full 
commitment to a completely coeducational 
school.

Lori Maguire is a single mother 
with three teen-age boys. She was wid- 
owed shortly after moving to Andover 
five years ago. 

She meets a lot of single women 
through Young Widowers and Widow- 
ers Ltd., a support group for surviving 
spouses, which she helps organize. 

She enjoys theater but doesn’t like 
watching movies. 

“T guess I'd rather play on Prodigy 
than than watch a movie,” she said. 

With the Prodigy computer service 
she can catch up on news or weather, 
shop or play games. Recently she even 
found a singles network on the service. 
She also enjoys teaching people to use 
computers. 

“T consider it a hobby. I consider 
most of what I do a hobby right now,” 
she said. 

Ms. Maguire spends time at the fam- 
ily’s second home in Weare, N.H., dur- 
ing the summer, and this year man- 
aged to get her boys to Boston for one 
Red Sox game. 

“It was the longest game of the 
year,” she said. 

She said Andover is no harder to

live in for singles than any other sub- 
urban town for those who are comfort- 
able with being single. 

“T don’t think the statistics are any 
different here than anywhere else,” she 
said. 

“Being 40 and single is a problem if 
your only goal is to find a significant 
other. It’s a problem because there are 
so many single women and so few sin- 
gle men in our age bracket.” 

She joined a single group a couple of 
years ago to meet men, but it was all 
women in the group. Another time she 
went to a singles dance at the Rolling 
Green and found herself in a group of 
800 people. 

“It was outrageous,” she said. “If 
you’re looking to meet men it is diffi- 
cult.” 

But she doesn’t allow herseif to get 
hung up on that. 

“All of my friends are single. 
They’re all widowed. We go and we do 
things. Sometimes men are involved 
and sometimes they’re not,” she said. 
“You don’t have to be a part of a couple 
to have a life.” 
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Young Widows and Widowers cope together 


survivors. She does, but first gives 
them time to themselves. 

“Initially, they’re not going to feel a 
need because they are going to be 
smothered by their family and 
friends,” she said. “Then everybody 
goes back to business and they are all 
alone.” 

YW&W provides an outlet for sur- 
vivors. 

“When they have the group, they 
have a place once a week where they 
can drop in and talk to other people. It 
really dissolves this sense of isolation,” 
Ms. Maguire said. 

The meetings have anywhere from 
eight to 25 people on any given night, 
from all different backgrounds and 
careers. Some are 21, 22 and 23 year- 
sold, others might be grandparents in 
their 40s. A Ph.D. college professor 
might be in with a truck driver and a 
high school dropout. All are grieving. 

“Because of this common bond, you 
really can meld a group together for 
the couple hours a week,” Ms. Maguire 
said. 

But their circumstances are often 
very different. 

Those who suffered through a long 
illness with their spouse have probably 
already grieved and partially accepted 
the death, according to Ms. Maguire. 
It’s very different for a person whose 
husband or wife may have died sud- 
denly in an accident. 

“When you listen to these people, 
they have a lot of different feelings,” 
she said. 

“People in their 20s and 30s and 40s 
haven't thought about death.” 

Their parents are often still alive 
and they haven't had a loss experience. 

YWé&W is not a group for every wid- 
ow or widower. 

“Our guideline is basically people 
under 50,” Ms. Maguire said. 

YW&wW only tries to serve a niche 
that includes people who have children 
to raise, people who have to deal with 
the grief and with starting over, people 
who have to make a new life, she said. 

Elder widows and widowers also 
have grief and needs, but the needs are 
different from those who lose a spouse 
at a younger age, according to Ms. 
Maguire. 

Activities and events 

The eight groups have about 271 
members and each runs social activi- 
ties and events in addition to the week- 
ly support meetings. 

One newsletter for all eight groups 
shares information on the activities of 
each group and members can take part 
in activities or attend meetings orga- 
nized outside their own group. 

The group also has a “phase II” pro- 
gram, for those beyond the grieving 
and ready to get on with life. 

“It’s a moving on program for peo- 
ple who want to discuss things like dat- 
ing and have to get in and out of rela- 
tionships, single parenting and how to 
meet people,” Ms. Maguire said. 

Membership in YW&W is free, but a 
hat is passed at meetings for donations. 

“It’s a non-profit agency and in this 
economy, it’s very hard to raise mon- 


ey,” she said. 

While YW&W certainly serves a 
need, it’s not like its clients can’t afford 
to pay a fee, according to Ms. Maguire, 
and funding agencies recognize that. 

The group seeks donations from 
companies where the survivor mem- 
ber works, or ones where their 
deceased partner was employed. 

The ratio of members is about four 
women to every man, which roughly 
matches the death rate, according to 
statistics, Ms. Maguire said. 
Self-extinguishing relationship 

The chapters try to recruit two new 
members each month, so all eight 
chapters bring in about 16 new mem- 
bers. 

“More than that come to meetings 
and decide it’s not for them,” Ms. 
Maguire said. 

For those who join, the group is 
really a “self-extinguishing” type of 
relationship, she said. 

People join for support. Once a per- 
son moves into a relationship or builds 
a new life, often he or she doesn’t want 
to be with the group any longer. 

“It’s a grim reminder of where they 
were,” Ms. Maguire said. 

“The most significant loss that a 
person can have, according to the liter- 
ature I’ve read, is the loss of a spouse,” 
Ms. Maguire said. 

That person is your confidant, lover, 
friend, tennis partner, vacation part- 
ner, handyman. “All the different hats 
that this person wears during a life,” 
she said. 

The average time period is two 
years to recover from the loss of a 
spouse, according to statistics, but 
everyone is different and it’s difficult 
to predict how long someone will be 
with the group. 

“You can’t put a time limit on it,” 
Ms. Maguire said. 

Thesis project 

Ms. Maguire operates YW&W out of 
a basement office in her home. 

During an interview this week, she 
stopped once to answer the phone for 
someone interested in the group. It was 
a Scituate woman widowed four years 
ago who had never been in a support 
group. Ms. Maguire agreed to send her 
a flier and recommended the woman 
call the Braintree chapter for informa- 
tion about its moving on program. 

Though she answers questions 
about the group easily, she hasn’t been 
involved for all of the last five years. 

“T went to this group, when I was 
newly widowed, for about seven 
months,” she said. 

She had attended Northeastern Uni- 
versity before she was married and 
worked as an engineer for 10 years 
before her children were born. Jeremy, 
now 13, Greg, 14, and Tim, 16, were all 
in school and she decided to go back as 
well. 

“T had been at home for 11 years and 
I needed to upgrade my skills,” she 
said, 

She began a graduate program at 
Simmons College in Boston, where she

tree, I could hear a fire fight just in 
front of me as I approached the enemy 
from behind. Suddenly, I was under 
fire. I fired back but was pinned down 
as enemy reinforcements moved in. 
My only chance was to get to a large 
tree 20 feet to my left, hold that position 
and pray for help. 

{ sprinted, jumped and dodged 
across the gap, but more fire popped 
behind me. I pivoted to return fire on 
the unseen assailant when I was gut- 
shot point blank by a charging attack- 
er, 

“I’m dead,” I called out. Holding my 
gun up, butt end in the air, I plugged 
the barrel and walked back to neutral 
territory. 

It was my second game of the day, 
but it was the first time I was shot, I 
didn't like the feeling. 

The game was Attack and Splat, a 
game of war in which opponents use 
air guns to shoot each other with mar- 
ble-size paintballs. 

I played it a couple of times in Gro- 
ton last Saturday to see what it was all 
about. Fellow reporter Lisa Boudreau 
and Scott Gilbert, the paper’s intern 
photographer, came, too. 

Well. Lisa took most of the notes, 
Scott took some pictures (although he 
shot more paintballs than pho- 
tographs), and I got so caught up in the 
game I had next to nothing written in 
my sweat- and muck-stained notebook 
when the day was through. 

The game 

When we arrived at the field Satur- 
day morning, 15 guys, most from 
Auburn and all 20-27-years-old, were 
already dressed and ready to play. 

The guys from Auburn split into two 
teams, one of seven and one of eight, 
one with blue arm bands and the other 
red, They practiced shooting at a target 
about 100 feet away while they waited 
to get into the woods. 

One of two referees led the blue 
team into the woods for the first game 
while we late-comers got our gear. 

During the day we played two types 
of games. 

In the first, one team chooses an 
area to be its camp and places a flag at 
eye level on the branch of a tree. They 
defend the flag from capture for 30 min- 
utes or until all the other teams players 
are “dead.” It’s the opponents’ chal- 
lenge to shoot their way in to the camp, 
take the flag and defend an escape. 

The referee called on a two-way 
radio that the blue team was ready and 
the reds headed into the woods. It was 
only a few minutes before they were 
back out, ambushed and covered with 
paint. 

They said the paintballs didn’t hurt. 
One tall blond guy had a pink blotch on 
his forehead that stretched back to his

What is this Attack & 
Splat game, anyway? 


By Don Staruk 

Jim Wetterberg, of 85 Lowell St., 
first played paintball in 1984, 

The sport started in 1982 in New 
Hampshire, as far as he knows, A 
friend had seven game-fields in opera- 
tion and he played a lot in 1984-’85, 
then got away from it for a while. 

“In the mid-’80s, it was really boom- 
ing, then it slacked off a bit,” he said. 

About four years ago he got back 
into the sport and spent many week- 
ends refereeing games for his friend. 

Two years ago, he bought the 
Attack & Splat name and the last two 
of his friend’s operating fields, one in 
Groton and another in Atkinson, 
N.H., and went into business for him- 
self. 

“It’s all over the world right now,“ 
he said. “It’s wild.” 

A national paintball championship 
is going to be held in Las Vegas later 
this year and the winners will go on to 
a world: championship in the United 
Kingdom, 

Several leagues operate in nearly 
all 50 states and the biggest states are 
Texas, Florida and California, accord- 
ing to Mr. Wetterberg. Attack & Splat 
is a member of the Excalibur League 
Inc. The league organizes competi- 
tions and provides liability insurance 
for its member fields. 

The Groton field is 60-65 acres of 
leased property, mostly wooded and 
hilly with some pine groves and lots 
of swamp and streams. The Atkinson 
field has thicker brush and trees and 
is more like Vietnam, according to 
Mr. Wetterberg. 


Mr. Wetterberg, 31, a packaging 
materials salesman for Wood Prod- 
ucts Ltd. in Lawrence, runs games 
almost every weekend year round. 

The Townsman sent two reporters 
and a photographer down to the Gro- 
ton field this past Saturday to see 
what this game was all about. 

Gear and costs 

The game costs $20 for each player. 
Rach player gets a gun approximately 
three-feet long with an air canister 
that holds enough pressure to shoot 
paintballs all day long. The initial fee 
includes 20 water-soluble paintballs. 
Additional paintballs are 10 shots for 
$1. The average player spends $15-$20 
for paintballs, a total expenditure of 
about $35 to $40 for the day, according 
to Mr. Wetterberg. 

A group of 15 players last Saturday 
bought ammunition in bulk to get a 
discount. Mr. Wetterberg sells 2,500 
shots for $180. Mr. Wetterberg said lat- 
er that that group used more paint 
than any group he’s seen before. 

Players get a face mask, similar to 
a hockey goalie’s mask, and safety 
goggles for their eyes, They also get a 
plug for the gun barrel, which must 
be in place at all times when the play- 
er is not involved in a game. 

Clothes are not supplied and while 
camouflage clothing has its advan- 
tages, it is not necessary. Fairly 
heavy, loose clothing is recommended 
and skin should not be left unexposed. 

The water-soluble paint Mr. Wet- 
terberg uses does not stain clothing 
and wipes off the skin almost before

gotten myself into. I was willing to a 
try. 

After talking it up in the office for 
more than a week and vowing I could 
play the hunt-’em-down, shoot-’em- 
down game with the big boys Satur- 
day rolled around and it was time to 
put up or shut up. 

A friend who had played told me 
that the regulars who play, weekend 
warriors, take it very seriously. 

“Very few women play the game and 
when they do, they get picked on,” my 
friend said. 

I'd better dress seriously, I was told. 
So I borrowed a pair of green, brown 
and tan camouflage military pants, and 
wore my olive-drab sweatshirt. Right 
then and there I should have known I 
was in trouble. I was more concerned 
with my clothes than the game. 

The three of us from the Townsman 
arrived at the splat ball field early Sat- 
urday morning. 

We were greeted by 18 or so men 
dressed in varying degrees of camou- 
flage attire. I was encouraged to see 
that I was dressed like the rest of them. 
I was going to fit in without any prob- 
lems. 

Jim Wetterberg, the owner of the 
splat ball franchise, handed me my gun 
and showed me how to load in the jaw- 
breaker-sized pellets. He showed me 
how to pump the air gun and shoot the 
pellets. 

Scott and I were on the red team and 
Don was on the blue team. The reds 
headed for the woods to hide and 
defend our flag against the blues. 

Dashing through the woods, jump- 
ing over fallen tree limbs, I had flash- 
backs of playing hide and seek with my 
childhood friends on Summer Street 
and chasing my sister, Jodie, around 
the yard with rotten crab apples. Then 
pop, pop, pop from the blue team’s 
paint guns popped me out of my day 
dream. I followed the lead of my team- 
mates and ducked behind a tree. 

I pumped my air gun and made sure 
the pellet entered the firing chamber. 
Then I waited. Just up the path I could 
hear leaves crunching and I knew a 
blue man would be rounding the cor- 
ner. Pop, pop, pop. I missed all three 
shots and now the blue man knew 
where I was. His first few shots went 
wild, but one hit a tree and the paint 
splattered onto my hand. I was “dead” 
and I started back to base camp with 
my head hung low. I felt a little better 
because when I arrived, there were half 
a dozen players already dead. 

During the first half of the morning I 
was just as zealous as the rest of the 
players. I found myself crawling 
through briar bushes on my stomach 
and knees, trying to sneak up on oppos- 
ing players. I should have realized that 
only half my heart was in the game

when I'd stop to look at the Queen 
Anne’s lace growing along side the 
combat field. Instead of planning my 
attack I was mentally picturing what a 
lovely arrangement they'd make. 

During the second game I was doing 
remarkably well. About 25 minutes 
had gone by and I'd made a kill or two 
without even coming close to being 
shot. I wouldn't be as lucky as the day 
went on. 

A jammed air gun during the third 
game left me wide open to a blue 
charge and a nasty, almost point blank 
shot on the right shin. It didn’t just 
sting, it hurt. I mean it really hurt. The 
paintball hit my leg with enough force 
to leave a raised welt and a blood blis- 
ter. 

My resolve was melting, but it 
wasn’t gone yet. The blue guy who 
shot me must have felt a little guilty, 
because he came over to see if I was 
OK. I tried to put on a good front, but I 
don’t think he was fooled. He offered 
me a hand and helped me up. But 
that’s where the chivalry ended. He 
was off in a flash when he saw a red 
man out of the corner of his eye. 

I played a few more games, and 
even made a hit or two. Don shot me 
on the hand before I was able to hit 
him. Even though the hit didn’t physi- 
cally hurt, it was the toughest hit of 
the day for me. I had wanted to hit him 
first and be able to brag about it at the 
office Monday. 

I handed in my gun after the fifth 
game and two hits to my upper-left tor- 
so. I still have bruises on my ribs. 
After trading in my paint gun for a flu- 
orescent orange referee’s vest, the only 
shooting I did for the rest of the day 
was with my camera.

you even get the chance to wash it, 
The paint is also “environmentally 
friendly,” and its plastic casings are 
biodegradable, according to Mr. Wet- 
terberg. But some paintball field oper- 
ators use different paint manufactur- 
ers and different paint. 


Getting hit and safety 

The paintballs can sting and can 
even leave a small black and blue 
mark or even a blood blister if shot at 
very close range, as reporter Lisa 
Boudreau and photographer Scott 
Gilbert learned, 

Ms. Boudreau took a shot in the 
side from close range that left a purple 
welt on her skin, which prompted her 
to dawn a referee’s vest and shoot 
some pictures for a while, 

Mr. Gilbert got a similar welt, on 
his shoulder. Two men who faced off 
at each other from about the distance 
of their gun barrels each had a blood: 
red welt on their bellies. 

This reporter barely felt the shots 
that struck home. Most of them were 
deflected first or were absorbed by 
loose clothing. 

A purple bruise on the hip was not 
from a paintball, but from a flying 
leap for cover over a log. 

Mr. Wetterberg said he has not had 
any accidents on his fields and that 
accidents from paintball equipment 
are mostly people buying their own 
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ear, I pulled my face mask on and tight- 
ened my goggles. 

I was put on the blue team and Lisa 
and Scott were on the red. 

Soon I was in the woods, hunting 
reds and looking for their flag. I stuck 
with three of my teammates and we 
tried to sweep around behind a swamp 
to sneak up on the enemy. We couldn't 
find a way around the swamp and 
when I stepped in and sank halfway to 
my knee, we retreated. 

I made my first kill in a direct 
assault. Two reds were defending a bot- 
tleneck we had to get through. Several 
of us worked in close to their position, 
exchanging heavy fire. One of them 
was killed and at least one of ours was 
too. Paintballs were whizzing every- 
where, I worked my way from tree to 
tree, finally had an angle where I could 
see my target and nailed him. That did 
feel good. 


I had one more kill on the way up 
the hill, but just as we were about to 
grab the flag time ran out and the refer- 
ee called the game. 

We played four more games before 
lunch, I got Lisa in the third game. She 
moaned and yelled that she was dead. I 
started to retreat to rejoin my team- 
mates but stopped, unable to resist

equipment and using it unsupervised. 

“It’s negligence,” he said. 

He warns a player once to keep the 
plug in the barrel of the gun while not 
in a game or on the firing range. The 
player is done for the day if caught 
with the plug out a second time. 

The same goes for the goggles. 
Although the face mask is optional, 
the goggles are not. Players must keep 
the goggles on until they are all the 
way out of the woods and safely back 
in neutral territory. 

Tree climbing is not allowed. 

Who are the players? 

There is not a typical paint ball 
player, according to Mr. Wetterberg, 

The group that played Saturday, 
was all men, except for Ms. Boudreau,

turning to taunt my trophy. 

“Lisa. It’s Don. I just wanted you to 
know it was me,” I teased. 

I heard and an “Argh!” as I ducked 
back into the trees. 

Heat of battle 

Keeping my shoes dry seemed to be 
a priority during the first game. By the 
third game it was not even a considera- 
tion. 

We had successfully defended our 
flag and killed all the reds. Just as we 
were gathering for a victory celebra- 
tion one of our guys yelled, “He’s get- 
ting our flag!” 

We had not taken into account that 
those reds killed early in the game 
could be recycled, put back into the 
game, One of the reds had been recy- 
cled and as he grabbed our flag, the 
entire blue team opened fire and broke 
into a chase. 

I sprinted to cut of his escape and 
when I came to a 10-foot-wide stream of 
muck I didn’t even hesitate, running 
through knee deep mud. 

No matter, We got him. 

Capture the flag 

In the afternoon we changed the 
game to capture the flag, and if I wasn’t 
already getting caught up in the heat of 
battle, I did then. 

Each team has a flag to defend, but 
to win, a team must also capture the 
other team’s flag and return it to their 


and all in their 20s. Some were mar- 
ried, Mr. Wetterberg is single. 

When one man was asked whether 
he would ever bring his wife along to 
play, he smiled and shook his head. 

“I don’t think they make camou- 
flage high heels, so she wouldn't be.

At least one player was a Navy 
recruit recently graduated from basic 
training.

Although Mr. Wetterberg does not 
have a big following from Andover, he 
does get white collar as well as blue 
collar workers, and some groups come 
on a regular basis. 

The Lawrence Post Office sends a 
group of 35 players to play twice a 
year, according to Mr. Wetterberg. 
While the postal workers get into the 
game pretty seriously, a group of sec- 
retaries that comes out once a year 
shoot only a couple of paintballs but 
have a great time, he said. 

The two referees helping Mr. Wet- 
terberg Saturday were Willy Sutton, a 
warehouse receiver at Classic Elite 
Yarns Inc. in Lowell, and his nephew, 
Dave Sutton, a student at St. 
Barnard’s School in Fitchburg. The 
elder Sutton referees paintball every 
weekend, but said he’s never even 
played the game. 

“T just like watching them,” he said. 
“Watching and ducking,”

Fach game is 45 minutes 
long. 

At first I tried heading out on my 
own, figuring I was a sitting duck in 
with the group.

As we trudged back to neutral terri- 
tory to start a new game I realized I 


was shaking. I was exhausted. I had - 


been running, jumping and crawling 
since 10:30 a.m., sweating the whole 
time, and it was now 8 p.m. 

Lisa asked if I was ready to call ita 
day. Incredibly, I still had my pen and 
notebook in my pockets, but I had long 
since-given up writing any notes. Yet I 
couldn’t quit. If they wanted one more 
game, I was in. 

One more time we entered the 
woods. And even though we made it up 
the red camp’s hill, they eventually 
won. I was too tired to care,

Education equality ‘declined significantly’

It has been barely a month since 
school bells called the children of 
Andover 
back to 
the class- 
room. 
But the 
class- ; 


‘rooms our children have returned to 


are radically different from those 
they left last spring. 

This is due to the tremendous bud- 
get cuts that our public schools have 
suffered this year. Approximately 
$2.5 million have been cut from a 
budget of $22 million. As a result, the 
quality of education has declined sig- 
nificantly. 

My labor union, the Andover Edu- 
cation Association, has conducted a 
survey of our members to assess just 
how damaging these budget cuts are 
to the education of Andover’s chil- 
dren. I would like to share the results 
with your readers. 

First, more than 60 positions have 
been lost in the school system over 
the past two years, and more than 70 
people have been transferred invol- 
untarily. We currently have librari- 
ans teaching subjects they have nev- 
er taught before. Middle school 
teachers are teaching elementary 
students and high school teachers 


are teaching middle school students. 
But perhaps the most disconcerting 
factor is class size. 

Larger classes lead to a variety of 
problems. Let me quote directly from 
the surveys: “With more students, I 
will have to limit the amount of 
essays. This will provide less oppor- 
tunity for creative thinking on the 
part of students.” Another teacher 
states: “The average class size is ter- 
ribly misleading. I have a couple of 
labs with 28 students, when the labo- 
ratory rooms are designed to handle 
a maximum of 24.” 

A high school teacher who has 
classes ranging from 28 to 30 stu- 
dents maintains that “larger class 
size affords fewer opportunities for 
individual input into class discus- 
sions, which makes it more difficult 
for me to stay on top of individual 
students, especially those who have 
special needs and are mainstreamed 
into the classroom.” 

The guidance department at the 
high school has lost five positions 
(two support and three professional) 
in three years, while gaining an addi- 
tional class, the ninth grade. The 
Massachusetts School Counselors 
Association states that the ratio of 
students to counselors should be 
200:1; the ratio in Andover is current- 
ly 333:1. Several elementary teachers 


have voiced concern that all but one 
media position has been eliminated 
at that level. A teacher states: “My 
upper elementary class’s ability to do 
research will be hampered.” A mid- 
dle school teacher says: “We have 
had additional special ed students 
placed on our team, but the amount 
of time to assist them has been short- 
ened.” 

Clearly, for children and parents 
who utilize Andover schools, life has 
changed drastically. The stories I 
have highlighted are told over and 
over by teachers, counselors and 
media specialists. The reality is that 
the problems impact all of us because 
the success of our economy is depen- 
dent on our educational system. 

A vibrant educational system 
attracts capital because it produces 
problem-solvers, innovators and cre- 
ative, motivated workers. They add 
value to our society by attracting 
high paying jobs, which expand our 
tax base and allow us, in the words of 
Harvard economist Robert Reich, to 
create a “virtuous circle” of econom- 
ic development. If, on the other hand, 
we continue to allow our educational 
system to erode, then we are walking 
down the path of a vicious cycle. In 
this cycle, according to Mr. Reich,

The owners and managers 
of these businesses have made the deci- 
sion to provide service to the growing 
group of patrons who find that smoke 
dulls the palate and reduces the enjoy- 
ment of well prepared food. Unfortu- 
nately, (not many exist in Andover), 


For this reason, most of my restau- 
rant dollars are spent elsewhere. I look 
forward to the day when local restau- 
rants decide to advertise smoke-free 
dining in Andover. It will be great to be 
able to dine out closer to home.

capital is attracted for only two rea- 
sons: a low tax base for business and 
low wages for workers. In this cycle, 
less money is available for education, 
and, as education declines, investment 
continues only if wages and taxes con- 
tinues to decline. 

The vicious cycle puts us in compe- 
tition for low-wage jobs with Third 
World nations, such as Honduras and 
the Philippines. The virtuous cycle 
enables us. to compete with such 
nations as Germany and Japan. 

The outcome of these issues is up to 
us. We need to be willing to spend the 
money for quality public education or 
suffer the consequences.

Every child 
should have this 
opportunity 


Editor, Townsman: 

I appreciated your editorial com- 
ment entitled “Using the Spirit of 
Dreaming” (Oct. 3 Townsman, page 36) 
and the encouragement you gave to not 
forget the “other school children who 
need attention.” I don’t think our soci- 
ety should be content until every child 
has the opportunity for education to 
the highest level of her/his ability. 
Needless to say, this means (some 
might pessimistically say overwhelm- 
ing) there is a need for dramatic efforts 
such as Mr. and Mrs. Webster have ini- 
tiated for the two sixth-grade classes of 
the Arlington School. 

I would like to take this occasion to 
share some details of a program which 
the Community Service program of 
Phillips Academy initiated three years 
ago. At the request of the city of 
Lawrence, Phillips Academy entered 
into an academic partnership with the 
Leonard Middle School called the 
PALS Program. The goals of the PALS 
Program are to strengthen the academ- 
ic skills and build the self-esteem of the 
students to enable them to successfully 
begin and complete high school. It is 


.because the “muddled middle years” 


are such a difficult and formative time 
period that PALS makes a three-year 
commitment to these young people, A 
Leonard Middle School fifth-grader, 
upon the recommendation of her/his 
teacher, may join PALS and continue 
until graduation from eighth grade. 

PALS has both summer and winter 
components. The month-long summer 
session consists of small group tutor- 
ing in the academic skills in the morn- 
ings and afternoon enrichment activi- 
ties. The faculty of the summer pro- 
gram includes teachers from both 
Phillips Academy and the Lawrence 
school system. High school “teaching 
partners” are from Andover High 
School, Lawrence High School as well 
as Phillips Academy, 

The academic year component 
involves one-to-one tutoring and 
enrichment every Tuesday and 
Wednesday. This fall PALS tutorial 
program is very fortunate to have the 
generous assistance on nine teen-age 
tutors from Andover High School and 
40 from Phillips. These tutors, partici- 
pating in their respective community 
service programs, receive training by 
professional teachers and donate up to 
six hours per week to assist the sixth-, 
seventh- and eighth-graders of the 
Leonard Middle School. 

The curriculum for the three-year 
period has been structured to not only 
strengthen the essential reading, writ- 
ing and math skills, but to introduce 
the students to the excitement of histo- 
ry, “hands on” biology, computers, 


photography and drama. Regular field 
trips include a Boston Symphony con- 
cert, Drumlin Farm tour, investigation 
of Boston's Big Dig,” a visit to the 
Kristie McAuliffe Planetarium and a 
visit to the U.S. Constitution. In addi- 
tion, much emphasis is placed on bol- 
stering self-esteem and leadership 
skills. 

Needless to say, such a comprehen- 
sive continuing three-year program 
costs money, which must be sought 
each year. This past year PALS was 
fortunate to receive funding from the 
Abbot and Dorothy Stevens and the 
Nathaniel and Elizabeth Stevens Foun- 
dation, Greater Lawrence Community 
Foundation, Merrimack Valley 
Andover/Abbot Association, Richard 
J. Phelps Charitable Foundation, the 
Josephine G. Russell Trust, the Stuart 
Foundations and the Sun Microsys- 
tems Foundation Inc. PALS will con- 
tinue to need strong community spon- 
sors and invite other generous donors 
to join the PALS Program. 

In its third year, the PALS Program 
continues its very successful partner- 
ship between Phillips Academy and 
the Leonard School, underwritten by 
strong donors of vision, to academical- 
ly support these youngsters who have 
so much potential.

Standing up for 
battered women 


who killed 


Editor, Townsman: 

Kudos to Gov. William Weld for pub- 
licly recognizing that battered wom- 
en’s syndrome indeed exists and 
should be considered a viable, legiti- 
mate self-defense motive. 

The governor is considering com- 
muting the sentences of 11 women 
imprisoned for murdering abusive 
partners. One of these women is Car- 
olyn Dick of Haverhill, who is serving 
nine to 12 years for the 1985 stabbing 
death of Scott Bixby of Haverhill. 

To have their sentences commuted, 
these women must prove that they suf: 


fered years of abuse “... at the hands of 


the victim, which significantly con- 
tributed to or brought about the 
offense,” 

Some would argue that pardoning 
such women condones murder, but 
this is not the case. Rather, Gov. Weld 
is acknowledging that for too long the 
courts have turned a deaf ear to bat- 
tered women’s syndrome as a self- 
defense motive. 

Acceptance of the battered women’s 
syndrome as a legitimate defense mere- 
ly extends the definition of self-defense 
to include victims whose fear results 
from.a’ series of violent episodes = not a 


single incident. 

Battered women who kill most often 
do so only after years of abuse and fail- 
ure to receive any significant help 
from their communities, says the Mas- 


en. 

Less than 2 percent of the men killed 
in this country are killed by their bat- 
tered wives or girlfriends, states the 
coalition. Conversely, more than 30 
percent of the women killed are mur- 
dered by their male partners. 

To accept battered women’s syn- 
drome as a self-defense motive is not to 
condone murder, but to recognize that 
some women are in reasonable fear for 
their lives when they are driven to 
defend themselves.

told the committee the guidance department 
is grossly under-staffed. She said it has 
relied on volunteers to keep the career cen- 
te“opened on a part-time basis this fall. 


“(The guidance department) needs at 
least a part-time counselor to free up the 
rest of the staff so Mike Marcoux can work 
on the alcohol and drug abuse prevention 
program,” she said. 


“There are alcohol problems at the high 
school. People may not want to admit it but 
there is a problem that needs to be 
addressed. If you have the money, and you 
are saying you do, we owe it to the high 
school kids to give them back what you’ve 
taken away,” Ms. Mueller. 


Patricia Shepard, 56 Bailey Road, anoth 
er parent volunteer at AHS, said the school 
has been hit hard from every angle and now 
that the committee has found money, it 
should restore guidance services. Two full- 
time guidance positions have been cut dur- 
ing the past three years, said Mike Mar- 
coux, coordinator of the AHS drug and alco- 
hol abuse prevention program. 


“T have two sons at the high school and I 
think we owe it to our children to give them 
the best we have so they can come back and 
become leaders in the community,” Ms. 
Shepard said. 


Mr. Marcoux told the committee unless it 
restores some guidance positions he doesn’t 
see how he can devote enough time to the 
prevention program for it to be effective. 


“During the past seven years the pro 
gram has been built up to a level where 
three years ago it was recognized at one of 
the best in the country. It was picked as the 
second best in the state and looked at as a 
model program,” he said.

encouraged by Dr. Larsen’s willing- 
ness to engage in such a discussion in 
a public forum, and would like a longer 
discussion of these issues in a larger 
forum. 

“This is one of the main issues that 
we have to address, is people’s behav- 
ior and how it affects public health,” 
Mr. Penney said. 


Mr. Penney told board members 
that only eight AIDS cases have been 
confirmed in Andover since 1981, but 
that privacy in reporting prevents full 
disclosure, and the actual number may 
be higher. 

“The numbers nationally are fright- 
ening,” Mr. Penney said. 

The problem with the AIDS epidem- 
ic is that politicians and residents 
stick their head in the sand, he said. 

Asked if his remarks might anger 
homosexuals and others, Mr. Penney 
stood his ground. 


“Tt may very well, but it’s the truth 
and the truth hurts,” he said.
